TRADE . 


Me Yield’’--Miss x: 


A YOUNG WOMAN, referred to.as Miss X, wept in. the]. 
witness box at Sheffield ‘when she told how she had paid a 


musician more than £100 and had agreed to intimacy with} 


him because of threats. 


It was alleged that she had been’ 
blackmailed for several years after 
she had been seduced under the pro- 
mise of marriage. 

Frank ‘Henri Thum, thirty-seven, 
musician, of Upper Richmond-road, 
Putney, London, was charged with 
uttering a letter knowing the contents 
thereof, demanding money of a certain 
woman with menaces and without 
reasonable or abe cause, between 
May 12 and June 5. 


Mr. A. G. Daiiey: prosecuting, said 
that Miss X wass holidaymaking at 
Rhyl in August, 1929, when she first 
met Thum, who was in a. band. 


When the holiday was over the-cou- 
ple corresponded for some months, and 
in his letters Thum mentioned mar- 
riage and invited Miss X to London 
for a holiday with his parents. She 
went, and Thum proposed marriage 
and was accepted. 

It was arranged that the next year 
they should spend a holiday at Yar- 
mouth, where he would be playing and 
where they could get married. 

NT TO YARMOUTH 

Accordingly, Miss X went to Yar- 
mouth the following year. She was met 
at the station by Thum who explain- 
ed to her that he was financially em- 
barrassed: 

“She was willing to help him,” said 
. Myr, ‘Dawtry, but before she had time 
to offer help he took hold of her. hand- 
bag and toolt £7 from it, saying that 
he would pay her back. 

“She was astonished at his con- 
duct, but there was a_ second 
shock. ' 

“When they arrived at thoir 
roome she found that it was hie In- 
intention that they should share 
the same bedroom.’ 

“She remonstrated. about it, ‘but he 
pointed out that they were about to be 
married, and she reluctantly agreed to 
spend the holiday in the same bed- 
room. Intimacy took place the first 
night, but that was the only time in 
the holiday that she gave herself free- 
ly to him. 

“After the “rst day, Thum. never 
* mentioned marriage again. By the time 
Miss X had returned to Sheffield her 
disillusionment was beginning © to set 
in. 

“In 1931 he wrote and. asked her to 


rN 


come on a day trip to London and 
again mentioned marriage. Resolved to 
give him a last chance to show his 
good faith, she decided to go. 
-“Yet again, and without per- 
mission, Thum took from her - 
handbag almost all the money she 
had. 


“Then he took her to.a Paddington 
hotel, where it was obvious he intend- 
ed her to share the sume bedroom. 

“THE FIRST THREAT” 

“She. flatly refused, and it was then 
that he made the first threat.” 

“He told her that she could have 
the alternative of doing as he wished 
‘or having her parents or her employ- 
ers informed of what had happened at 
Yarmouth. 

“Terrified that he would carry 
out this threat sho submitted. 
“After a while she had a letter from 

India, where he was, in which he 
asked for £7, and used a threat. Fear- 
ful of what he might do she sent him 
£7. 

“In April, 1935, Miss X received a 
letter from Thum asking her to go to 
London. 

Mr. Dawtry sald that Thum 
then took her to a: flat in Gros, 
venor-square where he domand- 
ed Intimacy. 

When she refused he told her he 
hoped he would not be compelled to 
inform her parents. 


“TERRORISED” 


Threatened in this weay, she Ccon- 
sented. He dictated to her a letter de- 
scribing what was actually happening 
between them. . 

’ This she wrote entirely cn his 
-instructlons because sho was ter- 
rorised. When the letter was com- 
pleted he sald that now he had 
that she’ would have to do as she 
was told or. he would post it to a 
friend of hera. : 
Mr. Dawtry related how Miss X 

visited Thum at Newcastle and Stock- 
ton-on-Tees, and again he 
money from her handbag..
